HUNOR TONIGHT 


Hundreds Will Take Part 
in Home-Coming at 
Union Station. 


CITY WILL BE CENTER 
OF CAMPAIGN PLANS 


Chairman Work Will Head 
Officials and Others at 
Big Reception. 


Herbert Hoover, the Republican presi- 
dential nominee, comes back to Wash- 
ington tonight after an absence of five 
weeks and three days. When he steps 
off the train at’ 8:45 o’clock he will 
find himself in the midst of another 
“homecoming” reception. He will walk 
through Union Station amid a fanfare 
of trumpets, the rolling of drums and 
the cheering of the crowds. Then he 
will motor to his home at 2300 S street 
northwest. 

In the view of Republicans here, no 
city has more claim on Hoover than 
has Washington, not even West Branch 
or Palo Alto. He has been an almost 
constant resident here since the days 
when he was the Nation’s food ad- 
ministrator in the days of the World 
War.

When Hoover left here the evening 
of July 14, it was to travel a path that 
led across the country. While he has 
been gone he has visited President 
Coolidge at the summer White House, 
delivered his acceptance speech at Palo 
Alto, and returned to his birthplace at 
West Branch, Iowa. 

Hoover left here as Secretary of Com- 
merce; he returns free of that office. 
It was announced shortly before he left 
here that his resignation had been 
aceepted by President Coolidge. The 
Fresident has appointed William F. 
Whiting, of Massachusetts, as his 
successor. 

Plans for the reception to Mr. Hoover 
at Union Station tonight are in charge 
of the Hoover and Curtis Club and the 
Republican State committee of the 
District of Columbia.

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DON’T FORGET CONGRESS. 

The two national committees are ex- 
pected by the respective parties to work 
forthe control of Congress as well as 
for the capture of the Presidency. The 
country will not feel very well if it 
awakes on the morning after election day 
to find that it has elected a Republican 
President and a Democratic Congress, or 
vice versa. If the two big committees 
concentrate too much upon the election 
of Hoover and Smith the successful com- 
mittee may find to its disgust that it has 
handed to the victor a Pandora’s box, out 
of which for at least two years will flow 
nothing but miseries. 

If Hoover is to be President, he has a 
right to expect the election of a Repub- 
lican Senate and House. All his plans 
for the public welfare will gang agley if 
a Democratic Congress is elected, and he 
will have thrust upon him utterly dis- 
tasteful measures which he can not veto 
without disrupting the public service. 

If Smith is to be President, the Senate 
and House should be Democratic also. 
What could he do against an opposition 
Congress? His messages would go auto- 
matically to the committee on the dispo- 
sition of useless documents. A Repub- 
lican protective tariff would be placed 
before him for his signature. Any 
treaty made by him would be talked to 
shreds. His farm relief plan would be 
stolen by the enemy, and a strange 
foundling would be placed on his door- 
step. 

Every stroke that is made in behalf 
of Hoover should be made in behalf of a 
Republican Senate and House. The same 
rule applies to Smith. Neither will be a 
success in the White House if his party 
is not in control of Congress. It is diffi- 
cult enough for a President to get along 
with his own party, without asking him 
to get along with the enemy. 

The two national committees can do 
much to avoid the national embarrass- 
ment of divided authority in conducting 
the Government. The people are so ex- 
cited over the wet and dry question as 
relating to the fortunes of Hoover and 
Smith that they may not pay much at- 
tention to the candidates for the Senate 
and House.

No Republican who 
really believes in his party’s policies will 
vote to place a Democrat in the White 
House or in Congress. 

The wet and dry question is not every- 
thing. So far as the Presidency is con- 
cerned, it is next to nothing, for neither 
Hoover nor Smith can do anything but 
enforce the Volstead act. The most im- 
portant thing from the standpoint of na- 
tional welfare is to place one or the other 
party in absolute control of the Govern- 
ment—White House, Senate and House.

Fishing in the park may be done with hook 
and line only, and the Government has put a 
limit of ten fish a day to each angler, thus iu- 
suring against the possibility of rapid deple- 
tion of the fish supply. 


GOV. SMITH AND THE TARIFF. 

Gov. Smith’s assurance that the Demo- 
cratic party under his leadership will not 
seek to destroy the tariff system would 
have been more satisfactory if he had 
not indorsed the old and exploded idea 
of “taking the tariff out of politics” by 
basing the tariff upon facts ascertained 
by a nonpartisan fact-finding tariff com- 
mission. 

Time and experience have shown that 
the tariff can not be taken out of politics 
as long as there are political parties. 
These great teachers have also shown 
that a “fact-finding nonpartisan tariff 
commission” is a myth that will never 
materialize. 

So long as a political party is re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the Govern- 
ment it will insist upon retaining full 
control of the sources of revenue. It is 
right in insisting upon linking authority 
with responsibility. The tariff in- 
extricably involved with the revenues, 
the public debt, taxation and national 
prosperity. These subjects are the es- 
sence of politics. 

A political party that should delegate 
to a commission the task of ascertaining 
tariff rates, instead of fixing them itself 
through Congress, would be shirking one 
of its most important duties and might 
derange the Government’s taxation, 
revenue and debt, besides changing 
prosperity to adversity. The most that 
any commission can do is to report a set 
of figures which a majority of the com- 
mission allege to be facts. Congress can 
not be bound by this report without 
surrendering one of its chief powers, 
upon which many other powers depend. 

If Gov. Smith should be elected Presi- 
dent he would soon discard his idea that 
the tariff system can be based upon the 
reports of a commission. As an honest 
man, holding himself responsible for the 
conduct of the Government, he would 
face the music and ask his party to frame 
a tariff which in its judgment would best 
serve the interests of the people. This 
tariff would have to be made in harmony 
with the party’s policies concerning other 
revenues, such as the income tax, and its 
policies concerning the payment of the 
public debt, the reduction of taxation, 
and the maintenance prosperity. 
These are problems that can be handled 
only by the supreme authority of the 
party in power—the President and his 
party having control of Congress. They 
can not be disposed of by any commis- 
sion, or by accepting the tariff figures of 
any commission. 

The ascertainment of facts touching 
particular commodities, with a view of 
fixing customs duties thereon, is a minor 
part of the great political task of fram- 
ing a tariff law. The law represents 
much more than a schedule of duties. It 
is a part of the political policy of the 
party in power. An absolutely perfect 
tariff from the “fact-finding” standpoint 
might be utterly ruinous to the country, 
if not harmonized with the policies of the 
party in power as they concern other 
sources of revenue. 

The more Gov. Smith studies this sub- 
ject the more surely he will swing away 
from the idea of taking the tariff out of 
politics. The tariff is politics—not par- 
tisan chicanery, but politics in the sense 
of policy vitally affecting the body poli- 
tic. When the people place a man and a 
party in the White House and Congress 
they expect them to control their own 
policies, and not to turn them over to a 
commission which is not elected by the 
people and which is not the people’s 
agent. The agents of the people are the 
President and Congress. The principle 
will not permit them to turn the duties 
of the agency over to third parties, but 
will hold them strictly responsible. 
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TELEVISION DRAMA.

staged. 
The advance of television drama and tke 
linking up of this with true color reproduc- 
tion will afford a type of mechanical exhibi- 
tion far in advance of present movies. It is 
amazing to find that already the movie has 
reached maturity and is in process of being 
superseded. 


WAGES AND LIVELIHOOD. 


It appears from the compilation of facts by 
the Nationa] Industrial Conference Board that 
the year 1927 registered little change in em- 
ployment as compared with the preceding 
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year. The stability of wages is the phenome- 
non by which the prosperity of the period is 
gauged, and the report remarks that no sur- 
prise need be felt over the stability of wages, 
inasmuch as there was no alteration in the 
fields of industry which would react upon the 
general wage levels. The best evidence of the 
stability of prosperity and the security of 
wages is that there is discernible no trend Lo- 
ward unemployment, 

The year 1927 marked advances in the pro- 
duction of. raw materials, mail order salcs, 
electrical construction and bank debits to in- 
dividual accounts. It showed some slizht de- 
cline in manufactured products and prices, 
with a little falling off in the latter months 
in factory employment. The balance between 
these two effects brings the record of industry 
to a point of settled stability with prosperity 
unaffected.

COMMUNISTS IN THE EAST. 


lt is folly to disparage the determined pur- 
pose of the Soviet government of Russia to 
make advances at any weak point in the 
world, and especially in the East. This is the 
view of George Bronson Rea, publisher of the 
Far Eastern Review, Shanghai. This close-up 
opinion is offered in connection with the situa- 
tion in Manchuria, where inroads by the 
Mongols, under Soviet officers, has tended to 
muddy the waters for the Nationalists over 
their differences with Japan. 

Mr. Rea asserts that the real enemy of both 
China and Japan in Manchuria is the Soviet.

Discovering the Gulf Stream ts one of 
the contributions of Benjamin Franklin 
to science which has only now been 
attributed to him. Franklin’s study of 
what has since been called “the grand- 
est and most mighty of any terrestrial 
phenomena,” resulted from the con- 
sistent beating by American ships in 
1769 of west bound British ships, ac- 
cording to the American Magazine. 

Franklin heard complaints of Brit- 
ish packets being beaten by heavily 
laden American freighters and, upon 
| being questioned by the British, he 
took up the question with a Nantucket 
whaling captain, The captain expressed 
the belief that there was a “stream” 
running across the Atlantic with such 
force that it could cause a difference 


of speed of 70 miles a day even with a 
favorable wind. The old whaler charted 
the flow of the current in the ocean and 
Franklin named it the Gulf Stream and 
stated that he believed the main cause 
of it to be the wind, with differences in 
temperatures, salinity, atmospheric 
pressure and rdtation of the earth as 
auxiliary aids.

: OT the least vital knowledge of 
N thé facta of life ia knowledge of 
the use of money, Since we live 
in a world where money is a standard 
of value, he who has not early learned 
ita place is always at a disadvantage. 

Parents are shocked and pained when 
sons and daughters in their teens 
blithely “order” and "charge it, please,” 
without the alightest consideration for 
the family purse, 

Yet how should adolescents know the 
effort it costa to earn their food and 
clothes or how much they can afford 
for a tennis racket? When they were 
4 or 5 they had no notion where the 
nickel came from which they spent 
for chocolate, or that the grocaries that 
came into the family kitchen were 
actually paid for in so many dollars 
and cents,

which supplies them with heat 
and energy and which does not in- 
crease the urine sugar or blood sugar, 

Drs. Carpenter and Root report some 
studies made On a college professor who 
has had diabetes for nearly twelve years 
that he knows of. During a part of 
this time he has used dried Jerusalem 
artichokes as a source of carbohydrates. 
He dries them in season so as to have 
@ year-round supply. At times he eate 
as many dried artichokes as represent 
about two pounds of the fresh product. 
Under most circumstances he gets about 
95 per cent of his varbunydrates in the 
form of Jerusalem articnokes, 

Other foods fairly rich in carbohy- 
drates, of which he takes n.oderate 
quantities, are bran and Irish moss. The 
remainder of his diet in made up of 
foods that contain fats, proteins, min- 
crals, vitamins and water, and foods 
that are moderately bulky. . 

Jerusalem artichoke lag been in use 
by diabetics for a good many years, and 
other cases have been reported.

Jurisdiction of Courts 
On Tariff Law Assailed

The right of courts to intervene be- 
tween the President and the Tariff 
Commission in the administration cf 
the flexible tariff law was challenged 
in the Supreme Court yesterday by the 
Bakelite Corporation of New York City.

Flashing beacons have been installed 
at both approaches on the seven rail- 
road viaducts in Washington under 
which there are subways on arterial 
highway routes. The first of these, at 
Rhode Island avenue and the B. & O.

Historic Chain Worn. 


One of the most noticeable acces- 
sories of her costume was the heavy 
gold chain, two yards long, and medal-« 
lion which has been worn by the mays 
ors of Southampton since it was pre« 
sented by Henry IV.

The huge pendant medallion at the 
end of the chain has on it a figure of 
Justice and the inscription “Adminise 
ter Justice with Mercy” and dates back 
to 1792

daughter of the mayor, Mrs. Dorothy
